SIR, 


M Y deſign being to ſpeak a word or two in behalf of novel- 

writing, 1 know not to whom I can addreis myſelf with ſo 
much propriety as to yourſelf, who unqueſtionably ſtand toremoit 
in this ſpecies oi compoſit ion. 


To convey inſtruction in a pleaſant manner, and mix entertain- 
ment with it, is certainly a commendable undertaking, perhaps 
more likely to be attended with ſucceſs than graver precepts ; and 
even where amuſement is the chief thing contulted, there is ſome 
little merit in making people laugh, when it is done without 
giving offence to religion, or virtue, or good manners. If the laugh 
be not raiſed at the expenceo: innocence or decency, good-humour 
bids us indulge it, and we cannot well laugh too often. 


Can oneh<lp wondering, therefore, at the contempt with which 
many people affect to talk of this fort of compotition? - They ſeem 
to think it degrades the dignity of their underſtandings, to be 
found with a novel in their hands, and take great pains to let you 
know that they never read them. They are people of tov great 
importance, it ſeems, to miſ-ſpend their time in fo idle a manner, 
and much too wiſe to be amuſed. 


Now, though many reaſons may be given for this ridicalous 
and affected di:dain, I believe a very principal one, is the pride 
and pedantry of learned men, Who are willigg to monopolize 
reading to eee. and there'ore faſtidiouſly decry all bosks 
that are on a level with common underftandings, as empty, trifling, 
and impertinent. 


Thus the grave metaphyſician, for example, who after working 
night and day perhaps for ſeveral years, ſends forth at 1:{ a pro- 
found treatiſe, where A and B. ſeem to contain ſome very deep 
myſtcrious meaning; grows indignant to think that every little 
paitry ſcribbler, who paints only the characters of the age, the 
manners of the times, and the working of the paſſions, ſhould 
prelume to equal him in glory. 


The politician, too, who ſhakes his head in coffee- houſes, and 
produces now and then, from his fund of obſ--yations, a grave, 
ſober, political pamphlet on the good ot che nation; looks down 
with contempt on all ſuch idle compoſitions, as lives andromances, 
K 2 Which

which contain noftrokes of ſatire at the miniftry, ro unmannerly 
re flections upon Hanover, nor any thing concerning the balance 
ot power on the continent. Theſe gentlemen and their readers 
join all ton man in depreciating works of humour: or, if they 
ever vouch fate to ſpeak in their praiſe, the commendation never 
riles higher than- e Yes, 'tis well enough for ſuch a ſort of a 
thing;' after which the grave obſervator retires to his newſpaper, 
and there, according to the general eſtimation, employs his time 
© to the beſt advantage? 


But beſides theſe, there is another ſet, who never read any 
modern books at all. "They, wife men, are ſo deep in the learned 
lanyuages, that they can pay no regard to what has been publiſhed 
within theſe laſt thouſand years. The world is grown old; men's 
geniuſes are degenerated ; the writers of this age are too con- 
temptible for their notice, and they have no hopes of any better 
to) ſucceed them. Yet theſe gentlemen of profound erudition will 
contentedly read any traſh that is diſguiſed in a learned language, 
and the worſt ribaldry of Ariſtophanes ſnall be critiqued and 
commen'ed on by men who turn up their noſes at Gulliver or Jo- 
ſeph Andrews. | | 


But if this contempt for books of amuſement be carried a little 
too far, as | ſuſpect it is, even among men of ſcience and learning, 
what ſhall be ſaid to ſome of the greateſt triflers of the times, who 
affect to talk the ſame language? T hele, ſurely, have no right 
to expreſs any diſdain of what is at leaſt equal to their underſtand- 
ings. Scholars ard men of learning have a reaſon to give; their 


application to ſeyere ſtudies may have deſtroyed their reliſh for 


works of a lighter caſt, and conſequently it cannot be . 
that they ſhould approve what they do not underſtand. But as 
for beaux, rakes, petit-maitres, and fine ladies, whoſe lives are 
ſpent in doing the things which novels record, I do rot fee why 
they ſhould be indulged in affecting a contempt of them. Peo- 
ple whoſe moſt earneſt buſineſs is to dreſs and play at cards are 
not ſo importantly employed but that they may find leiſure now 
and then to read a novel. Yet theſe are as forward as any to 


deſpiſe them; and I once heard a very fine lady condemning ſome 


highly finiſhed converſations in one of your works, Sir, for 
this curious reaſon :---< Pecauſe,* ſaid ſhe, it is ſuch ſort of 
© ſtuff as paſſes every day between me and my own maid.” 


I do not pretend to apply any thing here ſaid in behalf of books 


of amuſement to the following little work, of which Iaik your 


patronage. I am ſenſible how very imperfect it is in all its parts, 
and how unworthy to be ranked in that claſs of writings which I 


am ne defending. But I deſire to be underſtood in general, or

Julius Pollux informs us, that the art of dying purple 
and ſcarlet cloth was firſt found out by Hercules's dog 
who, roving along the ſea-coaſt, and accidentaily eating 
of the filh Murex, or Purpura, his lips became tinged _ 
with that colour ; trom whence the hint was firſt taken 
of the purple manutacture, and to this lucky event our

But nothing can give us a more exalted idea of theſe 
illuſtrious animals, than to conſider, that formerly, in old 
Greece, they founded a ſect of philoſophy; the members 
whereof took the name of Cynics, and were gloriouſly

and behaviour of that animal, from whom they derived

And that the ladies of Greece had as great fondneſs

hands, found his loins affected in ſuch a miunner, that 
he was obliged to water the ſage's beard, as he held him 
to his mouth; which ſo diſcompoſed that principal, if 
not only, ſeat of his wildom, as excited laughter in all 
the beholders. 5 | 
Such was the reverence paid to them among the nations 
of antiquity ; and if we deſcend to later times, neither 
there ſhall we want examples cf great men's devoting 


_ themſelves to dogs. King Charles the Second, of pious 


and immortal memory, came always to his council-board 
accompanied with a favourite ſpaniel; who propagated 
his breed, and /cattered his image through the land, almoit

His ſuccetſor, King 
James, of pious and immortal memory likewiſe, was 
diftinguithed for the ſune attachment to theſe tour-toote:i 
vorthies ; and it is reported of him, that being once in 
a dangerous ſtorm at tea, and obliged to quit the ſhip 
for his lite, he roarcd aloud with a moſt vehement voice,

enemy to his country, and ungrateful to the benetactors

Ard as no exception can reaſonably be taken again: 
the dignity of my hero, much lets can I expect any wi 
ariſe againſt the nature of this work, in this life-writing 
age eipecially, when no character is thought too incon- 
ſiderable to engage the public notice, or too abandoned 
to be ſet up as a pattern of imitation. The loweſt and 


moſt contemptible vagrants, pariſh-girls, chambermaids, 


pickpockets, and highwaymen, find hittorians to record 
their praiſes, and readers to wonder at their exploits. 
Star- gazers, luperannuated ſtrumpets, quarrelling lovers, 
all think themtelves authoriſed to appeal to the public, 
and to write apologics tor their lives. Even the pritons 
and ftevvs are ranlacked to find materials for novels and 


romances. Thus we have ſeen the memoirs of A lady 


Of pleature, and the memoirs of a lady of quality, both 

written with the ſame public-jpirited aim of initiating 

the unexperienced part of the female ſex into the hidden 

myiterics of love; only that the former work has rather

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A greater air of chaſtity, if poilible, t. an the latter. 
And I am told, that illuſtrious mimic Mr . Ft, whe n 
all other expedicnts fail him, deſigns, as the laſt effort oi his 
wit, to oblige the world with an accurate hiſtory of his 
own lite; with which view one may {uppole he takes care 
to chequer it with ſo many extraordinary occurrer ces, 
and ſelects ſuch adventures, as will beſt ferve hereaiter 
to amaze and aſtoniſh his readers. 
This, then, being the caſe, hope the very iu; periority 
of the character here treated of above the heroes of com. 
mon FOMances, will procure it a favourable reception; 
although, perhaps, I may fall ſhort or my great con- 
temporar ies in the elegance of ae and graces of lan- 
uage. For when ſuch multitudes of lives are daily 
offered to the public, written by the ö dogs, or of 
the ſalef? dogs, of the times, it may be conſidered as

And 
little Julio often attending him when he made his viſits 
to her, as it is che nature of all ſcrvants to imitate the 
vices of their maſters, he alſo commenced an affair of gal- 
Juntry with a favourite little bitch named Phyllis, at that 
time the darling of this fille de joye. For a long while 
ſhe rejected his courtſhip with diſdain, and received him 
with that coyneſs which beauties of her ſex know very 
well how to counterieit ; but at length, in a little clofet 
devoted to Veins, the happy lover accompliſhed his de- 

fires, and Phyllis toon gave ſigns of pregnancy. 

I have not been able to learn whether my hero was in-

of poſterity, In fo doing we imitate the greatett and 
molt celebrated hiſtorians, Lord Clarendon, Dr. XIid- 
dleton, and others; who, when they have put a period 
to the lite of an eminent perſon, (and fuck undeubtel;, 
w3s our hero) finiſh all with a delcriptioa of his morals, 


his religion, and private character: nay, many biogra- 


phers go ſo far, as to record the colour ot their hero's 
complexion, the ſhade of his hair, the height of his ſta- 
ture, the manner of his diet, when he went to bed at 
night, at what hour he roſe in the morning, and other 
equally important particulars; which cannot fail to 
convey the greateſt ſatisfaction and improvement to 
their readers. Thus a certain painter, who obliged 
the world with a life of Milton, iniorms us, with an 
air of great importance, that he was a ſhort, thick man; 


and then recollecting himſelf, informs us a ſecon time, 


upon maturer deliberation, that he was not a ſhort, thick 


man, but if he had been a little ſhorter, and a little 
thicker, he would have been a ſhort, chick man; wich 
prodigious exaCtnels, in an affair ot ſuch conſcquence, 
can never de ſufficiently applauded. | 

Now, as to the deſcription of our hero's perſon, for that 
we ſhall refer to the Engravings which accompany thus 
work, and proceed to his religion, his morals,his amours, 
&c. in conformity to the practice of other hiſtorians. 

Let it be remembered, in the firſt place, to his credit, 
that he was a dog of the molt courtly manners, ready 
to fetch and carry at the command of ail his maſters, 
without ever conſidering the ſervice he was employed in, 
or the perſon from whom he received his direction. IIe 
would fawn likewile with the greateſt humility on ;. 
ple who treated him with contempt, and was always 
particularly officious in his zeal, whenever he expecte 
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a vew collar, or ſtood candidate for a ribband with © 
dogs, who made up the retinue of the family. _ 

Far be it from us to deny, that in the firſt part ot his 
life, he gave himſelf an unlimited freedom in hi; 
amours, and was extravagantly licentious, not to fuy 
debauched; in his morals: but whoever confiders that 
he was born in the houle of an Italian courtezan, that 
he made the grand tour with a young gentleman ot for— 
tune, and afterwards lived near two years with a lady of 
quality, will have more reaſon to wender that his mo- 
rals were not entirely corrupted, than that they were a 
little tainted by the ill effects of ſuch dangerousexamples, 

As to religion, we muſt ingenuouſly conteis that he 
had none; in which reſpect he had the honour to bear 
an exact reſemblapce to all the well-bred people of the 
preſent age, who have long ſince diſcarded religion, as 
a needleis and troubleſome invention, c calculated only 
to make people wile, virtuous, and untaſhionable z and 
whozver will be at the pains of perufing the lives and 
actions of the great world, will find them in all points, 
conformable to ſuch prodigious principles. 

In politics it is difficult to ſay whether he was 3 
Whig or a Tory; for ſo great was his caution, that 
he never waz heard on any occaſion to open his mouth 
on thoſe ſubjects: and therefore each of thoſe illuſtrious 
claus of men may be allowed to lay claim to him, un- 
Jets perhaps they ſhould both concur, as is ſometimes 
the caſe, to deſpiſe him for obſerving a neutrality. 

For the Jatter part of his life, his chief amulement 
was to ſleep before the fire; and indolence grew upon 
him ſo Ro as he advanced i in age, that be ſeldom 

cared to be diſturbed in his flumbers, even to eat his 

meals : his eyes grew dim, his limbs tailed him, his 
teeth dropped out of his head, and, at length, a phthi- 
ſick came very teaſonably to relieve him from the pains 
and calamities of long life. 

Thus periſhed Little Pompey, or Pompey the Little 3 
leaving his diſconſolate miſtreſs to bemoan his fate, and 
me to write his eventful hiſtory. | 
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
